We  have  commented  on  the  air  and  in  previous  Folio 
articles  that  in  the  Fall,  with  the  return  of  many 
people  to  the  Bay  Area,  one  may  expeot  an  increase  in 
subscription  activity*  Obviously,  this  will  necessi- 
tate a  more  widespread  acquaintance  with  the  KPFA  Pro- 
ject. In  rough  estimate,  only  25$  of  the  FM  set  own- 
ers in  KPFA*  8  primary  signal  area  know  that  such  a 
station  is  on  the  air*  It  is  demonstrable  that  a  high 
percentage  of  those  persons  who  know  about  and  hear 
the  station  become  subscribers*  The  problem  becomes 
one  of  reaching  a  greater  number  of  people* 

KPFA9s  oontinuanoe  to  this  point  has,  in  a  great 
measure,  resulted  from  the  unstinting  work  of  many  vol* 
unteers  in  increasing  the  awareness  of  the  station 
throughout  the  metropolitan  Bay  Region*  Such  activity 
during  this  present  period  is  of  vital  importance*  It 
is  our  belief  that  listener-sponsored  radio,  if  it  of- 
fers good  programs  not  otherwise  available  and  if  it

REPORT  OF  THE  LISTENERS 

We  have  received  about  eighty  replies  to  our  oall 
for  listener's  comment  on  the  programs ,  not  enough  to 
make  a  statistical  breakdown,  but  sufficient  to  suggest 
interesting  trends*  At  some  later  date  we  hope  to  get 
more  specific  informationj  now  we  have  frequently  to 
make  a  wild  guess  as  to  just  what  is  meant  by  such 
oomments  as,  wThat  modern  stuff  should  be  left  out*1* 
This  might  refer  to  the  Jazz  program,  some  of  the  re- 
corded concerts,  or  even  to  the  Folk  Music  Series •  We 
find  each  program  has  its  intense  partisans,  and  also 
its  severe  critics. 

In  general  when  there  is  heavy  criticism  of  one 
program,  we  start  to  work  on  it  to  see  if  it  can  be 
improved  or  to  see  if  it  needs  radical  change.  The 
listeners,  however,  indicate  an  understanding  of  the 
situation  by  saying,  HI  personally  detest  the  children's 
programs,  but  think  they  are  good  for  kids.**  Or  that 
such  and  such  a  program  "doesn't  interest  me,  but  has 
a  value  and  should  not  be  dropped •**  Folk  Music  is  one 
such  program  that  comes  in  for  a  good  deal  of  criticism* 
It  is  very  interesting  to  a  minority  of  listeners,  but 
does  not  have  wide  popularity.  We  feel  that  the  minority 
has  almost  no  opportunity  to  hear  programs  of  authentic 
Folk  Music  and  particularly  field  recordings  anywhere 
else,  so  we  like  to  give  them  that  opportunity  here* 
Sometimes  our  listeners  want  "popular"  music  or  current 
event 8  or  some  other  program  which  they  can  hear  on 
other  stations.  In  general,  we  try  to  concentrate  on 
good  programs  which  canft  be  heard  elsewhere*  This  of 
oourse  has  its  limits*  We  are  not  trying  to  force  people 
to  listen  to  things  that  only  we  think  are  goo<^«  The 
listener  comments  help  us  a  great  deal  in  this  respect* 

More  public  affairs,  new  talent  for  our  children's 
programs  and  better  preparation  have  all  been  suggested* 
We  are  working  on  these  problems  now*  May  we  urge  you 
to  continue  keeping  us  informed*  Your  comments  are  in- 
valuable to  us  as  a  guide  for  future  programing*

is  capable  of  reaching  an  audience  of  sufficient  size* 
is  the  most  feasible  method  and  offers  the  best  circum- 
stances for  the  development  of  creative  broadcasting* 
On  the  basis  of  KPFAfs  ourrent  budget  about  4.000  sub- 
scribers at  $10  a  year  are  needed  to  make  the  station 
self-supporting*  At  this  Folio  deadline  there  are 
about  1*360  current  subscribers  to  the  KPFA  Listener- 
Fund  •  During  the  coming  months  it  is  hoped  that  we 
can  maintain  and,  if  possible,  increase  the  present 
amount  of  subscription  activity*  Listeners  have  been 
sending  in  names  of  persons  whom  they  think  may  be  in- 
terested in  KPFA.  We.  of  oourse,  are  eager  to  send 
information  to  anyone  who  requests  it*  The  more  people 
we  can  acquaint  with  the  station,  the  sooner  it  will 
become  self-supporting* 

The  good  Lord  Tennyson  worried  about  the  swans  at 
the  end  of  summer,  and,  as  all  of  you  know,  wefve  been 
worrying  about  KPFA  these  last  few  months*  The  quest- 
ion has  been,  HWhat  would  be  left  at  the  simmer's  end, 
a  radio  station  or  the  memory  of  a  radio  station?" 
Apart  from  the  insistence  of  one  KPFA  staff  member  who 
complains  that  at  this  point  he  is  a  dead  duck,  it  ap- 
pears that*  the  station  has  survived  the  difficult  sum- 
mer period*  What  lies  ahead  will  depend  largely  upon 
the  acquainting  of  more  and  more  people  with  the  nature 
of  KPFA  and  its  programs*
